cial world of the East. Noith, South and 
West would soon fiod that undtsr his 
able directorship the business interests 
ot the land would prosper. 


A Southern journal has made the re 


iiiarkabte discovery that in spite of sys- 
tematio suppression of the colored vote 
in ten Stales tha negroes elected Harri- 
son after all.
